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DETAILED ACTION 



1 . This communication is in response to the decision of the Board of Patents 
Appeals dated 20 February 2004. Claims 2-10, 13-15, 17, 19-20, and 23-29 are 
pending in this application. 



2. Claims 2-10, 13-15, 17, 19-20, and 23-29 are allowed for the reasons stated 
herein below.. 

3. The prior art of record (Driessen et al. US Pat. No. 4,888,698) teaches an index 
for retrieving data related to main cells and another index related to base cells. 

Even though, the prior art of record teaches an index for retrieving data related to 
main cells and another index related to base cells, the prior art fails to teach deviding an 
area associated with a single parcel into a plurality of sub-areas and storing an index 
that identifies, for each of the entities contained in the parcel, each of the sub-areas 
intersected by the geographic feature represented thereby discussed on page 5 of the 
decision of the Board of Appeals dated 20 February 2004. For these reasons claims 
23 — 27 and 29 are deemed to be allowable over the prior art of record, and claims 2-10, 
13-15, 17, 19-20, and 28 are allowed by dependency.
